and Conservation office at Spring­ 
field reported the additional funds 
have increased the state’s alloca­ 
tion for the com acreage reserve 
program to $33,414,000 for 1958. 
The new funds were made avail­ 
able after Congress passed a sup- 
j plemental appropriation bill boosts 
i ing the money for the national soil 
bank program from 500 million dol­ 
lars to 750 million dollars. 
Before 
the new allocation was made fewer 
than half the Illinois farmers who 
wanted to participate in the com 
acreage bank were able to do so. 
i "Now,” one ASC official said, 
"it looks like it may come out about 
even . . . We should he able to 
take care of almost everyone who 
i has applied for the com soil hank, 
and some of those who applied 
;late.”

852 corn acreage reserve agree 
ments have been signed, covering 
338,589 acres which will be taken 
out of production rather than plant­ 
ed in com. 
The agreements will 
provide soil bank payments total­ 
ing $18,422,262. 
However last week there still 
were 16,326 farmers who already! 
have 
filed applications 
for soil' 
bank 
participation 
which 
would 
add another 320,853 acres to the 
corn acreage reserve program at 
a cost of $ 14,663, 161. 
What additional funds are left 
after the applicants are included 
in the program will be available 
for "late filers,” who did not get 
their applications in on time. 
The deadline for application for 
the corn soil hank originally was 
set for March 7. 
It was later 
changed by the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment to Feb. 20. 
The department 
subsequently changed the deadline, 
for withdrawing from the program 
to March 28 
Last week the department set 
another deadline. 
Farmers who 
can prove they had intended to 
apply for soil hank participation 
hut did not do so because of the 
deadline changes and the resulting 
confusion now have until April 18 
to file certificates so stating. 
The contracts already signed and 
the applications pending would put 
659,422 acres of Illinois corn land 
into the soil hank this year at a 
cost of $ 33,085,483. 
The contracts 
accepted under the late filing pro­ 
visions — and ASC officials indi­ 
cated there will he several hun­ 
dred — will boost the total even 
higher. 
As big as the corn acreage re­ 
serve program is it doesn’t make 
much of a dent in the state’s corn 
acreage or production. 
JFor one 
thing only farmers who comply 
with corn acreage allotments are 
eligible, and little more than 20 
per cent of the corn grown In Illi­ 
nois is in compliance with acreage 
allotments. 
But farm census figures show 
that in 1955, the last year before 
the soil bank program was put into 
operation, Illinois planted 9, 164.000 
acres of corn. 
In 1956 the farm 
census found a total of 8,704.000 
acres inborn — a drop of about 
460,000 acres. 
However the drop in acreage 
didn’t mean a cut in production. 
The 1955 crop totaled 513,576,000 
bushels. The same crop on 460,000 
fewer acres in 1956 was an all 
time record 592 million bushels.
